Only a few of the smaller superficial veins may be, varicosed 
and will then appear as fine, red, broken lines. These smaller varicose 
veins are not especially serious and while they. spoil: the appearance 
of the skin, they do not cause the extreme distress and disfiyuremeng. 
seen in the severe cases of varicose veins, in which the veins are 
so greatly enlarge and swollen that they stand up from :the skin 
in twisted ridges. The dilated veins may take on a knotted appear- 
ance, may be of a purplish color, and even small tumor-like masses 


may appear to form: 


It is interesting to note that varicose veins:‘are not seen m 
animals and ate restricted to human beings. There is reason to 
believe that man’s upright posture is a contributing cause, inasmuch 
as when we stand upright, the blood on its return up the legs is 
fighting against gravity. A standing position would seem to help 
to cause congestion in the lower legs and it is well-known that those 
who are on their feet over prolonged periods of time, are those 
most prone to develop varicose veins in which there is a noticeable 
congestion of blood in the veins of the legs. Housewives, waitresses, 
clerks, policemen and mailcarriers are the ones most likely to com- 


plain of the distress of varicose veins. 


The practice of sitting with the feet elevated is not socially 
acceptable and yet this position is a good one insofar as it makes 
it easier for the blood to flow back through the veins: When the feet 
are elevated, the venous blood is practically flowing “downhi!l” and 
the emptying of the veins is thereby made easier. This explains 
why it is that.the patient with severe varicose veins obtains so much 
relief simply by placing the fect in a position where they are higher 
than the rest of the body. Usually the patient finds that the best 
position he can take is to lie down and prop the legs on pillows. 
Even when only a short time is spent in this position, considerable 
relief will follow and the sensation of a heav 


will be reduced. 


The principal cause of varicose veins is a mechanical p 
on the veins as they come out of the leg which interferes 
retarm of blood. The pressure exerted by proiapsed or fallen organs 
is a common cause, which pressure will partly stop the flo 
blood along the great veins. A similar pressure may be indfced 
from the weight of feces resulting from stubborn constipation.’ 

The developmént of varicose veins is generally slow. At 
thin bluish lines may appear, but as thé condition progresses, the 
lines become larger and turn a deep purple color. The ordinary symp- 
toms of varicose veins are aching, numbness, discomfort, and a 
sensation of weight in the leg. Standing on the feet for any length 
of time, or walking may make the symptoms grow worse. 

The treatment of varicose veins depends upon removing the 
cause. Even when the veins are markedl 
to give the patient enough relief so that no further trouble from 
varicose veins is experienced, by correcting the cause, although it is 
not always possible to return to the skin an appearance of absolute 


smoothness.
